The new state law has said that 
all Maine property owners must ap- 
ply {67 licenses for all sewage lines 
which discharge directly into any 
lake, pond, river or stream. 

Dec. 31 is the filing date for ev. 
ery discharge not now licensed by 
the Environmental Protection, 

Applications may be obtained 
from the planning board, or by 
asking at the town office, Applica. 
tions can also be returned to the 
town office, and from there they 
will be malled to the state. 

All those must file by Dec. 31 
deadline if they have any waste 
discharge which govs directly into 
the water through a privately own. 
ed sewer system. All owners of 
such discharge, including private 
home owners, commercial — est: 
ablishments, and large corpora: 
tions are required ta apply under 
the terms of the law. 

No application is required fot 
those whose wastes are connected 
to a municipal sewage system. or 
‘in adequately operated septic tan‘ 
leaching system. 

Others are those who registered 
their discharge with the D, BLP. 
last spring under the liws (grand 
father clause) or those whose is 
charges are alreaay licensed, or 
whe have already a keense applica 
tion on file.
